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1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims recite apparatus for performing a mathematical function. 

"[t]o satisfy section 101 requirements, the claim must be for a practical application of the Sec. 101 
judicial exception, which can be identified in various ways: 

. The claimed invention "transforms" an article or physical object to a different state or thing. 
. The claimed invention otherwise produces a useful, concrete and tangible result,...". 

See "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter 

Eligibility" OG Date: 22 November 2005. 

In order for claims to be statutory, claims must include a practical application with 

a concrete, useful, and tangible result. However, claims 1-12 merely disclose elements 

for performing mathematical function without disclosing a practical application with a 

concrete, useful, and tangible result, as they are pre-emptive in any application. 

Therefore, claims 1-12 are directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 5-6, 8-9 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Cox et al. 
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Cox et al teach, e.g., see Figs. 1-2, the claimed combination elements. They are: 
plurality of partitions (110, 120), intermediate register (115), output register (130), and 
"delay element "C" coupled between the carry out of the least significant partition and 
the carry in of the more significant partition. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3-4, 7, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cox et al. 

Cox et al has been discussed in paragraph #2 above. The dependent claims 3- 

4, 7, 10 and 12 add the detail features, however, these features are old and/or well 
known in the art. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to design the claimed invention according to Cox et 
al's teachings because the device is a parallel accumulator having a plurality of 
partitions as claimed.
